Arctic blast causes 
European travel chaos 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In a 
blow to US President Barack 
Obama, his Democratic allies 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives voted yesterday to reject 
a compromise he reached with 
Republicans to avert a massive 
New Year’s tax hike. 

Despite an unrelenting 
White House charm offensive, 
House Democrats declared be¬ 
hind closed doors, by voice 
vote, that the framework deal 
was unacceptable in its current 
form, ensuring it could not 
pass this year absent key 
changes. 

"We will continue discus¬ 
sions with the President and 
our Democratic and Republi¬ 
can colleagues in the days 
ahead of improve the proposal 
before it comes to the House 
floor for a vote," said Demo¬ 
cratic House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi. 

At the White House, 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
played down the rejection, say¬ 
ing the president shared some 
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of his allies’ concerns, but pre¬ 
dicted "I think at the end of the 
day this will get done." 

"If everybody took out what 
they didn't like, we would have 
nothing. And we know the 
consequences of doing noth¬ 
ing," he said, referring to the 
political price of letting taxes 
rise on all Americans come 
January 1. 

Shortly before the vote, 
Obama warned that if lawma¬ 
kers defeat the accord, "Ame¬ 
ricans will see it in smaller 
paychecks that will have the 
effect of fewer jobs" and urged 
approval of "this essential pri¬ 
ority." 

In the deal, Obama agreed 
to extend tax cuts for the rich¬ 
est sliver of US earners for two 
years in return for doing the 
same for the middle-class 
while extending unemploy¬ 
ment benefits for 13 months. 

Panama Canal 
first closure in 

PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AFP) - The Panama Canal 
reopened yesterday, one day 
after after heavy rains forced 
its first closure in over two 
decades, officials said. 

The 17-hour suspension 
had been ordered after heavy 
rains swelled nearby lakes 
flowing into the key transport 
route that handles five per¬ 
cent of global trade. 

"The canal is now opera¬ 
ting; the suspension was the 
result of inclement weather 
around the canal basin," said 
canal administrator Alberto 
Aleman Zubieta. 

The Panama Canal Au¬ 
thority on Wednesday said 
downpours had filled the 
Gatun and Alhajuela lakes to 
historic levels, forcing it to 
suspend traffic for the first 
time since 1989. 

Passage through sections 
of the canal have been tem¬ 
porarily blocked on other oc¬ 
casions as a result of 


Many Democrats de¬ 
nounced the planned extension 
on income over 250,000 dol¬ 
lars for families and 200,000 
for individuals as well as the 
way the deal rolls back the US 
estate tax on all but a tiny num¬ 
ber of the very richest Ameri¬ 
cans, saying those funds could 
go to reduce the deficit. 

In the US Senate, Democ¬ 
rats planned to introduce their 
own bill later in the day, in¬ 
cluding "some changes" to the 
compromise Obama reached 
with Republicans, according to 
a senior aide, who did not elab¬ 
orate. 

The White House and Re¬ 
publicans have resisted calls to 
change the deal, which would 
extend tax cuts enacted in 2001 
and 2003 with a built-in Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2011 expiration date 
when rates rise to their pre¬ 
vious levels.

The last time the canal 
was closed was during the 
1989 US invasion of the Cen¬ 
tral American nation. 

Recent floods from heavy 
rains here have collapsed 
bridges, destroyed homes and 
caused disruptions to electri¬ 
cal and water supply. 

At least eight people have 
died across Panama — inclu¬ 
ding two girls who drowned 
in a river — as a result of the 
heaviest rains to strafe the 
country in the 73 years that 
records have been kept. 

Panamanian officials also 
said that at least 1,500 people 
have been left homeless by 
the floods, caused by down¬ 
pours which have afflicted all 
of Latin America, after the La 
Nina weather phenomenon 
which carried cooler-than- 
normal water to the region. 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Icy 
roads paralysed much of the 
Paris region yesterday after 
the heaviest snow in a quarter 
of a century, while harsh 
weather in Germany hit 
flights and prompted major 
delays in rail travel. 

French Interior Minister 
Brice Hortefeux asked driv¬ 
ers not to travel unless ab¬ 
solutely necessary the day 
after 11 centimetres (more 
than four inches) of snow fell 
Wednesday on Paris, the 
most in one day since 1987. 

He said around 1,000 mo¬ 
torists had to spend the night 
snow-bound in their cars, al¬ 
though that figure paled in 
comparison with the 60,000 
who slept in their cars during 
a 2003 blizzard. 

Thousands spent the night 
at Charles de Gaulle airport 
after their flights were can¬ 
celled, and thousands more 
stranded motorists were put 
up in municipal halls and 
school sports halls around the 
Paris region. 

The Eiffel Tower reopened 
after ice forced its closure on 
Wednesday. 

In Germany heavy snow¬ 
fall sparked chaos in the 
country's transport networks, 
with hundreds of flights can¬ 
celled and major delays for 
rail passengers, authorities 
said. 

Wintry conditions 

prompted the shutdown of 
Frankfurt international air¬ 
port, Germany's busiest, late 


yesterday, a spokeswoman 
said. 

Nearly 3,000 people were 
stranded in Frankfurt and 
slept at nearby hotels or the 
airport itself, where beds 
were set up, and had to be re¬ 
booked. Of the nearly 1,400 
flights scheduled today, 400 
were cancelled. 

In Berlin some 200 flights 
were scrapped at the two 
main international airports, 
about one-third of those 
scheduled, a spokesman said. 

Train travel was hit by 
major delays, with high¬ 
speed trains forced to slow to 
160 kilometres (100 miles) 
per hour from the 250 kilo¬ 
meters per hour in normal 
conditions, the state-owned 
rail company said. 

Snow and ice on the roads 
provoked thousands of acci¬ 
dents and major traffic jams 
on the autobahns, including a 
40-kilometre-long bottleneck 
in the central state of 
Thuringia. 

Britain also suffered from 
the early cold snap that de¬ 
scended on Europe, with 
Scotland the worst hit by the 
snow and ice that paralysed 
many roads earlier in the 
week. 

"It is the most widespread 
heavy snow in Britain in No¬ 
vember since 1965. The 
weather in December has 
continued on a similar note," 
said a spokesman for the Met 
Office, the national forecast¬

African Union suspends Ivory Coast 


ABIDJAN (AFP) - The 
African Union suspended 
Ivory Coast from its ranks 
Thursday and the United 
States warned of sanctions, 
further isolating Laurent 
Gbagbo as he defied calls to 
quit power following disputed 
polls. 

The decision by the African 
bloc (AU) came after the UN 
Security Council and senior 
African leaders said Gbagbo 
should abandon efforts to cling 
to office in the wake of the No¬ 
vember 28 run-off against for¬ 
mer premier Alassane 

Ouattara. 

A letter from US President 
Barack Obama to Gbagbo 
meanwhile "made clear that if 
he makes the wrong choice ... 
we would look at possible 
sanctions against him and oth¬ 
ers if necessary," State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Philip 

Crowley said. 

AU Peace and Security 

Commissioner Ramtane 
Lamamra told reporters at the 
AU’s Addis Ababa headquar¬ 
ters: "The decision which was 
taken was to suspend Ivory 
Coast from participating in the 
activities of the African Union 
until the democratically 


elected president Alassane 
Ouattara takes power." 

The 53-nation bloc’s deci¬ 
sion capped Gbagbo's growing 
diplomatic isolation, while the 
US message intensified inter¬ 
national threats to squeeze 
him. 

Kenya’s Prime Minister 
Raila Odinga demanded 
Gbagbo accept defeat and 
urged the world to hold him re¬ 
sponsible for the bloody 
"chaos" since the run-off. 

France meanwhile said it 
was on alert to evacuate thou¬ 
sands of its nationals from the 
former French colony if the sit¬ 
uation turned ugly, its Defence 
Minister Alain Juppe said. 

"For now violence and ten¬ 
sions have been avoided, and 
I’m glad about that," he said in 
Brussels. "There has not been 
any particular threat aimed at 
our citizens but this (evacua¬ 
tion) mechanism is on alert." 

The United Nations has al¬ 
ready ordered 460 non-essen¬ 
tial staff out of the country and 
foreign companies have evac¬ 
uated expatriates. 

Gbagbo, who retains nomi¬ 
nal control of the army and 
state television, has shown no 
signs of relaxing his 10-year 


grip on power in the West 
African cocoa producer, and 
unveiled his new government 
on Wednesday. 

Ouattara has named a rival 
government, and his prime 
minister Guillaume Soro said 
it had begun replacing ambas¬ 
sadors in key countries, and 
"taking measures" to gain con¬ 
trol of public finances. 

Odinga, speaking on the 
sidelines of climate talks in 
Cancun, Mexico, said Ivory 
Coast faced "a tragedy Africa 
cannot afford", as Kenya fol¬ 
lowed South Africa, the conti¬ 
nent's biggest economic power, 
in rallying behind Ouattara. 

"The international commu¬ 
nity must hold Mr Gbagbo re¬ 
sponsible for the chaos, the 
loss of lives and destruction of 
property" in Ivory Coast, 
Odinga said. 

Clashes surrounding the 
election left at least 20 people 
dead, according to Amnesty 
International. 

The UN Security Council 
late Wednesday gave its back¬ 
ing to Ouattara, an interna¬ 
tional seal of recognition for 
the leader from the northern, 
mostly Muslim, half of the di¬ 
vided country.

In 1972, KLM Royal Dutch 
Airlines and ALM Dutch An¬ 
tillean Airlines (now defunct) 
published a small paperback 
edition entitled "The 
KLM/ALM Guide To The 
Dutch Caribbean. 

The section about Aruba 
has some delightful descrip¬ 
tions of the island back then. 
"The Big Beach With The Tiny 


Island" starts by stating that 
"the first sight of Aruba by air 
is a long, curving, gleaming 
ribbon of sand so white and the 
water so clear you almost wish 
you had a parachute so you 
cold jump in right there and 
then. Can it really be that 
beautiful when you get close? 
You bet." 

The book offers thoughts 


on the naming of the island. 
Perhaps it was by the Spanish 
Conquistadores in 1499 from 
"Oro Uba" ( "there is gold" ); 
or possibly "ora" (shell) and 
"oubao" (island), The Island of 
Shells. A later thought sug¬ 
gested that the name be 
changed to Esso-uba, when in 
1929 the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany of New Jersey opened the 
Lago refinery, "not a token 
plant, but the largest refinery in 
the world at that time." It is 
clearly stated to visitors read¬ 
ing the book that "the refinery 
is on the opposite end of the 
from the beaches, and the 
trusty trade winds make sure 
that the exhaust gases are 
wafted far across the sea, away 
from the beaches, away from 
vacationers." 

Golf, they stated then, was 
"strictly for addicts, people 
whose hands begin to shake 
after two days without a club." 

With only the 9-hole Lago 
Club available, it was never¬ 
theless considered a "unique" 
experience because of the oiled 
greens. 

They neglected to add that 
one of the reasons for that was 
to keep the free-roaming goats 
from their daily excursions al¬ 
ways searching for a good 
grassy meal. There were penal¬ 
ties if a stray shot hit a goat 
that were determined by the 
club's staff and the owner of 
the goat.

South Africa unveils space agency

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South Africa unveiled its na¬ 
tional space agency on 
Thursday, aiming to become 
a leader in earth observation 
technology across the conti¬ 
nent in 10 years, the minister 
of science and technology 
said.

said at the launch. 


The new agency, which 
aims to bring together previ¬ 
ously un-allied experts in the 
field, will also seek to revive 
several space facilities that 
were mothballed in the 
1990's during apartheid rule, 
said a government official. 

However, the establish¬ 
ment of the agency's new 
structures will mean full op¬ 
erations will only resume in 
April 2012. 

The agency's interim chief 
executive Sandile Malinga 
estimated that it would cost 
South Africa approximately 
600 million rands (86.7 mil¬ 
lion dollars) a year to run the 
agency. 

"These are conservative 
figures. Our satellites will be 
built here at home using local 
expertise. We are hoping that 
will help reduce cost," said 
Malinga.

NASA, SpaceX 
giddy over 
historic orbit 
launch 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA and SpaceX chiefs 
shook their heads with disbe¬ 
lief and joy Wednesday after a 
perfect launch into orbit and 
back of the company's Dragon 
capsule, a historic first for the 
future of space travel. 

Never before has a private 
enterprise attempted to 
launch its own spacecraft to 
orbit the Earth and splash 
back down intact, and 
SpaceX pulled off the opera¬ 
tion perfectly, NASA and 
company officials said. 

The demonstration launch 
invigorated the US space 
agency and boosted confi¬ 
dence in the prospect of using 
commercial vendors to carry 
astronauts into space and to 
supply the International 
Space Station. 

"I am sort of in semi¬ 
shock. I wish I could be more 
articulate at moments like 
this," said SpaceX founder 
Elon Musk. 

"It blows my mind. It is 
hard to be articulate with a 
blown mind," Musk told a 
NASA press conference. 

"This has really been bet¬ 
ter than I expected," he 
added. "If there had been 
people sitting in the Dragon 
capsule today, they would 
have had a very nice ride." 

The Dragon spacecraft 
blasted off from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida atop the 
massive Falcon 9 rocket at 
1543 GMT. 

The bullet-shaped capsule 
entered orbit about 10 minutes 
later, then circled the Earth 
twice before re-entering the 
atmosphere from low orbit, 
and splash-landed into the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean at 1904 GMT. 

No one was aboard the 
Dragon space capsule on this 
flight, but it has room for 
seven crew and an ample 
cargo hold that could supply 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion, after NASA closes 
down its space shuttle pro¬ 
gram for good next year. 

"From all indications it 
looks like it was 100 percent 
successful," said Alan Lin- 
denmoyer, manager of the 
NASA Commercial Crew 
and Cargo Program.

US scientists create 
mice from two fathers 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
scientists have used stem cell 
technology to create mice 
from two fathers, an advance 
that they say could help pre¬ 
serve endangered species and 
even help same-sex couples 
have their own genetic chil¬ 
dren one day. 

According to the study 
published Wednesday in the 
journal Biology of Reproduc¬ 
tion, reproductive scientists 
in Texas were able to manip¬ 
ulate cells from a male (XY) 
mouse fetus to produce an in¬ 
duced pluripotent stem (iPS) 
cell line. 

These iPS cells are adult 
cells that have undergone 
some genetic reprogramming 
in order to enter an embry¬ 
onic stem cell-like state. 

Some of the cells that 
were grown from this new 
line spontaneously lost their 
Y chromosome, turning them 
into XO cells. 

Those XO cells were in¬ 
jected into embryos from 
donor female mice and trans¬ 
planted into surrogate mouse 
moms who gave birth to ba¬ 
bies with one X chromosome 
from the original male 
mouse. 

Those babies grew and 
later mated with normal male 
mice. Their offspring, both 
male and female, showed ge¬ 
netic contributions from two 
fathers. 

The study was led by 
Richard R. Berhringer at the 
MD Anderson Cancer Center. 

Researchers said that with 


a variation of their technique, 
"it may also be possible to 
generate sperm from a female 
donor and produce viable 
male and female progeny 
with two mothers." 

However, the study cau¬ 
tioned that the ability to repli¬ 
cate the findings in humans 
was a long way off. 

The "generation of human 
iPS cells still requires signif¬ 
icant refinements prior to 
their use for therapeutic pur¬ 
poses," the study said. 

Previous research has 
found ways to create mice 
without any fathers at all, as 
well as ways to create mice 
with two mothers.

WHO unveils radical new TB diagnosis 
machine 


GENEVA (AFP) - The 
World Health Organisation 
on Wednesday unveiled a 
new ’’while you wait” test for 
tuberculosis, that radically 
cuts down the testing time 
and detects drug resistant 
forms of the deadly lung dis¬ 
ease. 

The desktop computer¬ 


sized automated test machine 
produces results in 100 min¬ 
utes instead of up to six 
weeks of laboratory testing 
for the TB bacteria, which in¬ 
fects about one-third of the 
world's population, according 
to the UN health agency. 

The machine analyses a 
sample of the patient's spittle. 


"What we are doing today 
at WHO is to endorse the use 
by countries of a new fully 
automated rapid test that de¬ 
tects quickly in one hour and 
40 minutes tuberculosis and 
the most difficult forms of tu¬ 
berculoses," said Mario Rav- 
iglione, head of the WHO’s 
Stop TB programme. 

"This test will transform 
and revolutionize the way we 
handle TB care and control,” 
he added. 

Raviglione underlined that 
it could detect hard to treat 
drug resistant forms and TB 
associated with HIV/AIDS. 

Half a million HIV posi¬ 
tive people die from TB each 
year, a quarter of all AIDS 
deaths, according to UN¬ 
AIDS. 

The WHO has high hopes 
of improving detection in de¬ 
veloping countries, the hard¬ 
est hit areas. 

The number of cases of tu¬ 
berculosis in the world sta¬ 
bilised last year, with 9.4 
million new infections. 
About 1.7 million people 
died. 


Only half of women over 40 get 
annual mammograms 


Only 50 percent of women 
over age 40 in the United 
States get an annual mammo¬ 
gram to screen for breast can¬ 
cer, even if they have 
insurance to cover the proce¬ 
dure, a new study finds. 

Researchers used a data¬ 
base of more than 12 million 
people to review medical 
claims filed between January 
2006 and December 2009. 
All the women included in 
the study had either em¬ 
ployer-provided insurance or 
Medicare. 

The study found that only 
50 percent of women ages 40 
to 85 had a mammogram in 


any given year and only 60 
percent had two or more 
mammograms over four 
years. The average annual 
mammography rates were 47 
percent for women ages 40 to 
49, 54 percent for women 
ages 50 to 64, and 45 percent 
for those 65 and older. 

While the researchers did 
not examine the reasons why 
many women don’t get an¬ 
nual mammograms, they said 
there are a number of theo¬ 
ries, including discomfort 
caused by the test; lack of 
screening centers; and gen¬ 
eral non-compliance or de¬ 
nial. 


Indian MP pushes compulsory 
yoga in schools 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - An 
MP in India is lobbying for a 
law that will make yoga com¬ 
pulsory in the country's jun¬ 
ior schools, where he says it 
will help with discipline, fit¬ 
ness and dealing with "com¬ 
puter-related stress”. 

Satpal Maharaj, 59, from 
the ruling Congress party, 
said a recent trip to China had 
inspired him to push for the 
law, which would take yoga 
into India's 217,000 junior 
schools where children begin 
their education at around five. 

"We saw school children 
practicing Tai Chi Chuan 
(martial art) with great disci¬ 
pline in China and I thought, 
'We gave yoga to the world 
but we are ignoring it in India 
and we must bring it into our 
schools'," Maharaj told AFP. 

Yoga, involves the prac¬ 


tice of numerous physical 
postures called asanas and is 
usually combined with long 
meditation sessions. 

Indian scholars believe 
yoga dates back 5,000 years, 
based on archaelogical evi¬ 
dence of poses found inscribed 
on stones and references to 
Yogic teachings in the ancient 
Hindu scriptures. 

Maharaj, who represents 
the constituency of Garhwal 
in the Himalayan foothills, 
said yoga could help school- 
children and teachers to deal 
with age-old problems as well 
as contemporary ailments. 

"Western diseases like 
computer-related stress have 
come to India, and yoga at an 
young age will help reduce 
these ailments — and besides, 
it will also encourage chil¬ 
dren to attend class," he said.

MILAN, Italy (AFP) - An Ita¬ 
lian court yesterday handed 
down an 18-year prison sen¬ 
tence against the former chief 
executive of Parmalat at the 
close of a trial into one of Eu¬ 
rope's biggest fraud scandals. 

Calisto Tanzi and other for¬ 
mer executives were also or¬ 
dered to pay the company two 
billion euros (2.6 billion dol¬ 
lars) and compensate de¬ 
frauded investors with a sum 
estimated at around 30 million 
euros. 

Prosecutors had requested a 
20-year sentence for Tanzi, the 
founder of the global food con¬ 
glomerate and once one of 
Italy's leading businessmen. 

Gerardo Laguardia, a pros¬ 
ecutor, said he was "fully sat¬ 
isfied." 

Tanzi, 72, was being tried in 
Parmalat's home town of 
Parma in northern Italy for fi¬ 
nancial crimes with 16 other 


ex-managers in a case dubbed 
"Europe's Enron." 

The Parmalat scandal seven 
years ago destroyed the savings 
of some 135,000 people, left a 
gaping 14-billion-euro hole in 
the company's finances and ru¬ 
ined the image of one of Italy's 
leading business empires. 

Its former financial director 
Fausto Tonna was also sen¬ 
tenced to 14 years in prison. 
Prosecutors had asked for a 
nine-and-a-half year term. 

At the time of its collapse, 
Parmalat employed around 
36,000 people in 30 countries 
and was a leading light in the 
Italian business world. 

The scandal broke in De¬ 
cember 2003 but investiga¬ 
tions showed the group had 
been in trouble for many years, 
surviving only on the back of 
major falsifications of its bal¬ 
ance sheets and sophisticated 
financial instruments.

(AFP) - Soul legend Aretha 
Franklin has cancer and under¬ 
went surgery last week, media 
reported Wednesday, after she 
canceled engagements for the 
near future. 

Fox 2 News in Detroit cited 
a relative as saying the 68- 
year-old "Queen of Soul" is 
doing "OK," but that the fa¬ 
mily is very concerned, and is 
asking for supporters to send 
their thoughts and prayers. 

Representatives for 

Franklin, who rose from 
singing gospel to top charts in 
the 1960s and 1970s with hits 
like "Respect," "Think" and 
"Chain of Fools," did not im-

mediately respond to requests 
for confirmation. 

Fox 2 News quoted 
Franklin herself as saying she 
had "highly successful" sur¬ 
gery last week. "God is still in 
control. I had superb doctors 
and nurses whom were blessed 
by all the prayers of the city 
and the country," she said. 

The Detroit News mean¬ 
while reported the singer had 
pancreatic cancer, which has 
the highest mortality rate of all 
major cancers, killing around 
95 percent of patients within 
five years of diagnosis."Dirty 
Dancing" star Patrick Swayze 


died from the same form of 
cancer in September last year. 

Franklin canceled a number 
of concerts in October citing 
"health reasons," while in early 
November, doctors ordered her 
to cancel all engagements for 
the next six months, according 
to the Detroit News. 

Arguably the most influen¬ 
tial female singer in the United 
States in her lifetime, Fran¬ 
klin's powerful, bell-clear 
voice is unmistakable, from a 
whisper to full-gospel-choir 
force that stretched over four 
octaves. 

It has influenced the styles 
of two generations or more of 
divas, from Mariah Carey and 
Whitney Houston — whose 
mother was a backup singer 
for Franklin — to Alicia Keys, 
Beyonce, Mary J. Blige and 
Amy Winehouse. 

Franklin has continued belt¬ 
ing out her old hits into her 
60s, and issuing both old and 
new collections of recordings 
that still sold strongly 40 years 
after "Respect" earned her the 
Queen of Soul title in 1967. 

She gave a stirring rendi¬ 
tion of US anthem "Let Free¬ 
dom Ring" at President Barack 
Obama's inauguration in Janu¬ 
ary 2009. 


German police seize marijuana

BERLIN, Germany (AFP)- 
A two-meter (six-foot) mari¬ 
juana plant decorated as a 
Christmas tree was confis¬ 
cated from the home of "an 
old hippie," who is now fac¬ 
ing a drug possession charge, 
German police said. 

In a tongue-in-cheek press 
release titled "All you need is 
love or how a hippie cele¬ 
brates Christmas," police in 
the western city of Koblenz 
said they discovered the giant 
plant in the living room of the 


suspect. 

"The two-meter-tall mari¬ 
juana plant had been put in a 
Christmas tree stand and de¬ 
corated with a string of 
lights," the police said. 

"When asked, the ashish 
fan told the perplexed offi¬ 
cers that he had intended to 
add more decorations to the 
'tree' and place the presents 
under it, according to tradi¬ 
tion." 

Police seized the plant and 
another 150 grams (5.3 


ounces) of marijuana found 
in the apartment. 

Also, German authorities 
on Tuesday said that a 21- 
year-old man in the southern 
city of Munich had been de¬ 
tained with a homemade Ad¬ 
vent calendar with cannabis 
behind each little door in¬ 
stead of chocolate. 

The suspect was released 
but now faces charges of pos¬ 
sessing drugs.

But now Materazzi claims 
that such an exchange did in¬ 
deed take place. 

"I was leaving the hotel 
when someone came and 
stopped me and said there 
was a problem," he told Me¬ 
diaset. 

"They said that Zidane 
was parking right next to my 
car. I replied that I didn't see 
a problem. 

"I went out and found my¬ 
self in front of Zidane so I 
took the opportunity to say 
some things to him, things 
that he and I know and that 
will stay between us. 

"Let's say that it was I who 
spoke most and at the end 
when he extended his hand to 
me I clasped it and didn't let 
go until he looked me prop¬ 
erly in the eye. 

"That's what I wanted and 
that's how it went."

It is uncertain whether the 
legs of the often injured 33- 
year-old once known as "Ste¬ 
vie Franchise" will carry him 
to higher heights, especially 
with the bottom-dwelling 
Ducks.

’’The thing that probably 
bothered me the most was 
how public this became,” he 
said. ’’The negotiations were 
suppose to be private. It was 
an uncomfortable position I 
felt that I was in.”

Holyfield books 'Tank" 
as tuneup for Danish 


It has been an historic year in 
baseball for Aruba’s San 
Nicolas LLC Senior League 
team, which took the Latin 
American Championships for 
the second year in a row and 
went on to win the World Se¬ 
ries in Bangor, Maine in Au¬ 
gust. An outstanding 
performance during the final 


games of both tournaments 
by pitcher Shawn Duinkerk, 
only 16 years old at the time, 
attracted the attention of 
scouts from the U.S. Major 
Leagues, and the 6’4” player 
signed with the Oakland A’s 
on December 2, 2010.

He threw 
a total of only 9 pitches for the 
3rd and 4th innings combined; 
Aruba defeated the Bangor, 
Maine home team 8 to 1. 

“The Oakland A’s scout 
told us he had an eye on 
Shawn since seeing him in the 
Junior League Championships 
in Mexico in 2009,” says his 
mother Carmen speaking of 
when Aruba claimed second 
place in that World Series. 
“He told us he liked the way 
Shawn conducted himself on 
the field, and how well he 
handled many different posi¬ 
tions. We are all very excited 
for Shawn and he is deter¬ 
mined to do well; he feels he 
is ready for this.” 

Upon completing his edu¬ 
cation at Colegio Arubano 
San Nicolas , the equivalent 
of high school, in July 2011, 
Shawn will travel to Santo 
Domingo for four months of 
training and then return to 
Aruba for a visit before going 
on to the Oakland A’s camp 
in Arizona.

US veteran Holyfield, 
who lost the undisputed 
heavyweight crown to 
Britain’s now-retired Fennox 
Fewis in 1999, has vowed to 
keep fighting until he re¬ 
gains a major world title. 

Fast April, Holyfield won
